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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to claim 1 by deleting the limitatin of "the contact holes having substantially same diameters" 
changes the scope of the invention, which requires further consideration and/or search. 

Applicants argue that the 112, second paragraph rejecton is not understood and clearly recites the limitaiton at page 19, lines 1-11. 

In response, examiner states that it is not understood that how the redeposition of the first conductive material (6) is formed by the 
second conductive material (7) during the overetching, while the first material is exposed to the etchant during the overetching (see figure 
6)- 

Applicants argue that none of the references show "preventing breaking through of the electrode configuration and formation of 
redeposition of the material of the first conductive layer by the second conductive layer". 

In response, examiner states that the primary reference Schuele et at teach the applicatin of titanium nitride as a second conductive 
layer on platinum layer during the formatin of the electrode configuration (see the rejection). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious that the electrode arrangement would prevent the breaking through of the electrode while 
overetching. 

It is noted that, Watabe teaches forming two contact holes (20 and 22) on an 
insulation layer (41) on an electrode configuration (10), wherein the contact holes 
having different depths are formed with controlled etching rate for preventing damages (see the rejection).
